Loan of $20,350,000 
Opposed by Power Co. 


Murray Greer, Southeast Div- 
ision Vice President of Alabama 
Power Company said today that 
his Company is opposing the 
proposed $20,350,000 loan to Ala- 
bama Electric Cooperative, Inc., 
on several grounds. He said that 
Alabama Power Company sup- 
plies Alabama Electric Coopera- 
tive with the power the co-op 
requires for its wholesale cus- 
tomers at one of the lowest rates 
in the nation; its service is 
good, and it stands ready and 
willing to supply the co-up with 
any additional power it requires. 
He recalled that the original 
REA act specified that loans to 
co-ops were to be made for “fur- 
nishing electric energy to per- 
sons in rural areas who are not 
receiving central station  ser- 
vice.” 

Mr. Greer emphasized that the 
proposed plant of the Alabama 
Electric Cooperative will not 
bring electricity to a single cus. 
tomer who can't get electric ser_ 
vice now if he wants it. “The 
only new customers that the 
co-op will serve,” Mr. Greer 
said, “are customers now being 
served by Alabama Power Com- 
pany. The proposed Alabama 
Electric Cooperative plant will 
not bring cheaper power to these 
customers; Alabama Electrie Co- 
operative rates to its co-op cus- 
tomers are much higher than 
the rates Alabama Power Com- 
pany charges its co-op custo- 
mers,” 

Mr. Greer points out that if 
the cities and co-ops which are 
customers of Alabama Electric 
Cooperative had, over the past 
seven years, bought all of their 
power supply from Alabama 
Power Company instead of Ala- 
bama Electric Cooperative they 
would have saved over $2,000,- 
000. 

“There is a matter of princi- 
ple involved also,” says Mr. 
Greer. “It seems grossly unfair 
that Alabama Power Company 
should be required to pay State 
and federal income taxes on its 
earnings while co-ops are re- 
lieved of such taxes to the dis- 
advantages of all income tax- 
payers. Aside from that, how 
can anyone justity or excuse the 
use of tax money to build in- 
come tax-exempt (both state 
and federal) facilities which tax 
producing businesses are willing 
and able to supply when such 
use of government money per- 
manently destroys or limits 
sources of tax revenues? 

“And the harm of this policy 
is worse,” he said, “for the goy- 
ernment lends money through 
the Rural Electrification Admin. 
istration for unneeded power 
plants at two per cent, when it 
must pay nearly double this a- 
mount on the money it borrows 
to get the money with which to 
make these two per cent loans.”

substituting the word “evil”, As it! 
is now it calls for “renouncing the 
devil and all his work.” The new 
pledge would call for “renouncing 
evil.” 

Any comments I make in this 
column will not have any effect 
on the outcome of this controversy 
in England. In fact, I never have| 
been able to do much with Thom- 
asville Baptists right here at home. 
What I’m afraid of, though, is that 
this thing might spread to the 
United States and ultimately to my 
town and my church, I was raised 
(reared to Harvard graduates) on 
the devil and it would be mighty 
frustrating this late in life to learn 
that I should have been fighting | 
evil all these years instead of the 
devil. 

Evil is something that floats 
through the air, something that 
can’t be seen or touched. The devil 
on the other hand, is something 
real and tangible that you can kind 
of watch out for and avoid. \ 

I got my first image of the devil 
from a 250-pound woman who help 
ed Mama with the washing on Mon- 
days. This woman gave us a clear 
and concise picture of the devil!
